The public roads were 
accurately divided by mile stones, and ran in 
a direct line from one city to another, with 
very little respect for the obstacles either of 
nature or private property. 
Mountains were 


perforated, and bold arches thrown over the 
-bioadest and most rapid streams. 
The middle 


-part of the road was raised into a teirace which 
commanded the adjacent country, consisted of 
several strata of sand, gravel and cement, and 
was paved with large stones, or in some places 
.near the capital, with granite. 


"Such was the solid construction of the Ro- 


man highways, ivhose firmness has not entire- 
ly yielded to the effort of fifteen centuries.— 
They united the subjects of the most distant 
provinces by an easy and familiar intercourse; 
but their primary object had been to facilitate 
the march of the legions ; nor was any country 
considered as subdued, til! it had been'rendured, 
in all its parts, pervious to the arms and author- 
ity of the conqueror. 
The advantage of recei- 


ving.the earliest intelligence, and of conveying 
their orders with celerity, induced the Emperor 
,to establish throughout their extensive domin- 
ions the regular institutions of posts. 
Houses 


.were every where erected at the distance of 
only five or six miles ; each of ihem was con- 
stantly provided with forty horses, and by the 
help of these relays it was easy lo travel an 
hundred miles in a day along the Roman roads. 
The use of the posts was allowed to those who 
claimed it by an imperial mandate ; but, though 
originally intended for the public service, it 
was sometimes indulged to the business or con- 
yeniency of private citizens." 


These great avenues, penetrating to 


the remotest exlremeties of Lhe empire 
and opening the channels of m u t u a l in- 
tercourse through all the parts, formed 
the means of a unity which Nature her- 
self had nol supplied or indicated.—i 
There was, indeed, the Mediterranean, a 
central basin, upon lhe shores of which 
the European, African and Asiatic pro- 
vinces 
converged, 
and by means of 


which .they could be approached and 
commanded, 
Bui modern civilization 


has shown how feeble in themselves 
were the natural affinities which connec- 
ted together that greal empire of Rome, 
broken up as lhe same extended territory 
now is into many Kingdoms and Slates". 


Nevertheless so 
thorough was the 


transfusion of the imperial power and 
spirit by means of tbe great roads which 
ran in every direction from the Forum, 
that so long as lhe vital element of Ro- 
man energy remained, the integrity of the 
empire was preserved. 
It was not by 


reason of its exlenl that tbe empire fell 
to pieces, but from lhe decay of an ex- 
hausted civilization. 
Christianity, con- 


taining the only sanative and restorative 
elements then in tbe world, could nol 
find access lo ihe corrupt heart of the 
empire so fully as 10 resuscitate its ener- 
gies.
